Tlie lima <if II. ^ ian flv are 
>akl to be dangerously plentiful 
in Mississippi county. Mo. 11. H 
Deer, of the Farm Bureau olfloc 
feara tor next year a wheat and 
al f al fa cropa, and ia pushing a 
campaign to destroy ttit falftottti 
planta. A* Mississippi and IW 
ton tflnntil are ouly aaparatad 
by the Mississippi river, it might 
be well for our hlBW to keep 
a close watch for them on thia 
aide. 

The planta infested with the 
fly are generally darker in color, 
broader than the other, ami deep 
er set in the ground. Owing to 
the injury- to the young plant by 
the larva the rolled central at cm 
whkh make* the growth next 
year does not develop like on the 
plant not lnfeatcd. Badly infest 
tvl planta generally stand more 
erect ami do not spread out ov- 
er the ground aa winter whe.it 
ahould. The darker, greener 
color of the plant often deceive* 
people and the fly u not snapeei 
«d until the leavea turn brown 

The principal reaaon why we 
have such a large uuniber of 
flies this fall is due to the mild 
weather during the past three 
weeks. Large numbers of tin- 
flies hatch out from the volun- 
tary wheat and d««jssnt their 
«ggs on the wheat in the field. 
These eggs hatch out aud the 
young maggots make their way 
down the stem near the raits 
where they liegin to feed. 
They do not have bitting mouth 
parts, but raap the stem until the 
soft tissue is broken and then 
they absorb the juice. Within 
a short time they pass into the 
MM or flax weed stage I 'ideas 
cold weather sets in thev are 
likely to hatch out and infest the 
field

1C MILLION BALKS 
LATEST COTTON ESTIMATE 

The cotton crop of 1914. growth" 
exclusive of linters. is estimated 
by the Commercial Appeal at 
1 4.: W8.790 running hales. 
These figures are baaed on a 
[careful canvass of the belt and 
jrenrcaent the ideas of a large 
[body of correspondents. Asaum- 
iug that the figures are approxi- 
mately correct this year'a crop u 
but little short of the record made 
in 1911. Activity of boll weevil 
and other inaect peata, extreme 
drouth in the central valley and 
tlie low price at whioh cotton is 
Killing, which may result in more 
than the usual amount being left 
in the fields, are factors wliieh 
have militated against a record 
yield. 

Generally speaking farmers aic 
holding their cotton for higher 
prices, where they are financial- 
ly able to do ao. There are 
many, however, who will be ready 
to part with their holding* 
ahould the price go to a figure 
that would cover the cost of 
production. 

Although it is, of OOUIW, im- 
possible to get definite data on 
the probable reduction of acreage 
mother year, correspomlentH arc 
r icticaliy unanimous in stating 
hat the 1915 acreage will b» 
-aically reduced unless something 
happena to greatly enhance pres- 
ent values of cotton.
